SOFTWOOD  LUMBER  --  To  enable  producers  to  operate  on  a  cost  basis, 
OPA  has  authorized  a  ceiling  price  increase  of.^4  per  thousand  board 
feet  for  Eastern  spruce  and  $1  per  thousand  board  feet  for  North¬ 
eastern  white  pine,  Jack  pine,  Norway  pine  (except  Ottawa  VaL  ley 


white  and  Norway  pine)  and  Eastern  hemlock.  The  increases  became 
effective  October  3,  1946.  This  action  also  permits  the  transporta¬ 
tion  charges  of  rail  or  truck  to  be  added  to  the  same  f.o.b,  mill 
base  price.

AIR  AND  VENT  VALVES  --  Air  and  vent  valves  such  as  are  used  on 
radiators,  plumbing  drainage  specialties,  and  plumbing  drainage 
staples,  except  those  subject  to  Revised  Price  Schedule  ..No .  100, 
have  been  suspended  from  price  Control,  effective  October  4,  1946.

4*5  per  cent  over  present  maximum  prices,  Resellers  are  permitted"

STOCK  MILLWORK  --  Because  pf  the  urgent  needs  of  the  Veterans  Emer¬ 
gency  Housing  Program,  maximum  prices  for  pine  stock  millwork  have 
been  raised  3*9  per  cent  which  reflects  recently  increased  freight 
rates  and  prices  of  Western  pine  shop  lumber.

HARDWOOD  FLOORING-  —  Resellers  percentage  mark-ups  on  hardwood  floor¬ 
ing  have  been  revised  to  make  a  recent  reduction  of  10  percentage 
points  apply  only  to  hardwood  flooring  for  which  mill  ceilings  are 
established  by  Maximum  Price  Regulation  No.  45S.  This  action  also 
changes  the  freight  basing  point  for  Eastern  spruce  from  Wausau,  Wis¬ 
consin  -to  Mizpah,  Minnesota.

The 
increases,  effective  October  9,  1946,  are  15  cents  per  hundred;  pounds 
for  both  light  and  heavy* bonding  and  10  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for 
engineering.
